SUBJECT: July 1 Proposed Budgets, FY 2003-2004 
 
ACTION RECOMMENDED:  Approval 
 
 
BACKGROUND INFORMATION: The General Appropriations Act requires that 
the operating budgets of all higher education units be submitted by the 
respective governing boards to the Higher Education Commission. Once 
reviewed and acted upon, these budgets are then submitted, with the 
Commission's action and comments, to the Department of Finance and 
Administration for review and approval. 
 
SUMMARY OF COMMENTS: 
 
The July 1 operating budgets for the University of Tennessee and the Tennessee 
Board of Regents were prepared in response to Tennessee Higher Education 
Commission budget instructions and include additional reductions in state 
appropriations.  Compared to the original FY 2002-03 appropriation, a 5 
percent budget reduction was made in FY 2002-03 and a 9 percent budget 
reduction followed in FY 2003-04. 
 
The Tennessee Higher Education Commission staff has made a thorough review 
of the FY 2003-04 July 1 operating budgets. All provisions of the Commission’s 
instructions, which include relevant polices and legal requirements, have been 
met. 
 
The July 1 expenditure plans were developed to maximize the resource 
allocation to the primary teaching functions of instruction, research, public 
service, and academic support while controlling administrative costs. 
 
The FY 2003-2004 operating budgets for higher education are balanced. Further 
refined information will be included in the October 31 budgets. The July 1 
budgets include the following:  

 
 

• Table 1 indicates the Tennessee Higher Education Commission’s funding 
recommendations, the Governor’s recommendation and the Legislative 
action for all Tennessee higher education entities. 

 
• Table 2 indicates revenue from tuition and fees, state appropriations, 

sales and services, and other sources. The percentage of revenue 
provided by state appropriations is 46 to 48 percent at the universities, 
60 percent at the community colleges, and 77 percent at the technology 
centers. 
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• Table 3 indicates unrestricted education and general expenditures by 

functional area.  The primary teaching functions include instruction, 
research, public service, and academic support. The subtotal on this table 
indicates the percentage of expenditures planned for these functions.  The 
overall average for the formula units is 63 percent.  

 
• Table 4 indicates a schedule for mandatory student fee charges that 

includes a number of fees in addition to the undergraduate maintenance 
fees, graduate professional fees, and out-of-state tuition. The general access 
fee on Table 4 is charged by TBR institutions and includes several fees such 
as: campus access, change of course, graduation, technology access, 
student activity, athletics, and health service.  

 
• Table 5 indicates expenditures for auxiliary enterprises have not exceeded 

the combination of revenues and unallocated auxiliary fund balances.  
 
• Table 6 indicates budgeted expenditures for maintenance and operations. 

All institutions have budgeted at least 100 percent of the legislative 
appropriation for FY 2003-2004.  

 
• Table 7 indicates expenditures for remedial and developmental studies are 

lower for FY 2003-04 than for FY 2002-03.  
 
• Table 8 indicates that all institutions prepared July 1 budgets that reduce 

their reliance on general fund revenues to support intercollegiate athletics.  
 
 
In summary, all higher education budget entities have submitted the required 
financial data to the Commission for the July 1 budgets. All higher education 
budget entities are in compliance with all the budget guidelines and legislative 
directives.  

 
RECOMMENDATION: It is recommended that the Commission approve, and 
the Executive Director transmit the approval of the FY 2003-2004 July 1 
budgets, along with the appropriate commentary, to the Commissioner of 
Finance and Administration.
